They can hav e any 
p rescrip tio n gro u nd into them, 
thu s co rrecting v isu al defects as 
well as affo rding p ro tectio n. 
The so ciety is also camp aign 
!ng to rid the market o f flam­ 
mable ey eglass frames. Ameri­ 
can manu factu rers hav e largely 
abando ned su ch u nsafe mate­ 
rials as cellu lo se nitrate bu t im 
p o rted frames co ntinu e to be a 
p ro blem.

Load Up With New Words

You can master all the tech­ 
niques for 
faster and better 
reading, but without a decent 
vocabulary y ou’re in trouble. 
The language y ou use in ev­ 
ery day conversation with y our 
friends is probably adequate. 
But do y ou feel like a wallflow­ 
er in conversation with older 
people because y our active vo­ 
cabulary is limited or inaccur­ 
ate? The best way to enlarge 
and improve it is to improve 
yOur passive (reading) vocabu­ 
lary .

—LEARN FROM CONTEXT. 
Try this sentence for vocabu­ 
lary size. “ No matter where I 
go my little sister turns up, 
leading me to conclude that she 
shares ubiquity with the Deity .” 
If we wrote “ ubiquity ” all by it­ 
self, y ou might have trouble. 
Look at it in its context, and 
see how it is used. There’s only 
one meaning that word can have 
there — being every where at 
the same time. Don’t go to the 
dictionary until y ou’ve made an 
educated guess. Then, by all 
means, do go to the dictionary , 
and remember that old say ing: 
“ Use a word three times, and 
it’s y ours.” 
—LEARN 
FROM 
LISTEN- 
ING. Maybe it was the same 
wise man who said, “ Knowl­ 
edge enters through a closed 
mouth,” and, “ Choose at least 
one friend who is smarter than 
y ou.” When* people y ou know 
use words y ou’ve never heard 
or are unsure of, wait for the 
proper moment, then ask them 
the exact meaning. They 'll be 
flattered; y ou’ll be informed. 
—LEARN FROM WHAT YOU 
ALREADY KNOW. In grade 
school they taught y ou prefixes 
and suffixes. Make full use of 
them. SUBmarine, ANTEroom, 
A M B I d e x t r ou s , AMPHIM- 
an, PERImeter, POLYgon, E x ­ 
tricate. If y ou forget what these 
prefixes mean, try to 
d eriv e 
their meaning from y our knowl­ 
edge of the entire word. Then, 
when y ou encounter a strange 
word with one of these prefixes 
or a suffix, y ou have additional 
knowledge to bring to the con­ 
text. 
—LEARN FROM THE DIC­ 
TIONARY. Here’s how to use 
the dictionary : 
1. Get the EXACT meaning. 
3. Look for examples of how 
Hie word has been used. 
3. Look for different shades 
of meaning, colloquial usage. 
4. If y ou look up a verb, don't 
leave the page till y ou check 
out its noun, adjective, adverb. 
5. Check the correct pronunci­ 
ation of the word. Where does 
the accent fall? 
6. Note the derivation of the 
word. Did it come from Latin, 
Greek, Old English or Sanskrit? 
7. Look for sy nony ms and an­ 
tony ms. 
8. Examine the spelling close­ 
ly . Some words can be correct­ 
ly spelled in more than one way. 
Most can’t 
The next point, different kinds 
of reading require a different 
pace. Let’s say y ou’re given an 
assignment tonight in the ap­ 
preciation of two poems by Rob­ 
ert Frost. Will you preread it, 
write down searching questions, 
skip and skim your way through 
it? Certainly not. Frost wrote to 
be enjoyed; he wrote to delight 
you, to stir your emotions, not 
to give you facts. 
But now y our English litera­ 
ture assignment is finished and 
you can curl up with that my s­ 
tery novel your friend loaned 
you. Your purpose in reading is 
altoghether different; y ou’re not 
looking for self-enrichment, you 
just want to relax. J ust the clues 
and the story are all you want, 
and y ou’re eager to see how' the 
book ends. Speed makes sense, 
but don’t skip and skim to the 
extent that you miss all the 
clues and spoil the fun. 
After breakfast tomorrow you 
pick up the paper. Usually all 
y ou want is information. What 
has happened around the world, 
night’s sporting event? This you 
can do in about 15 minutes be­ 
cause y our purpose calls for top 
speed. You want instant infor­ 
mation instantly . 
But when y ou read the news­ 
paper thoroughly, y our purpose 
is different in many way s. You 
will read for information AND 
to evaluate. You’ll read criti- 
cal, opinionative writing alert­ 
ly ; y ou’ll be> on the lookout for 
poor 
reasoning, for 
invalid 
premises when y ou read politi­ 
cal comment. You will analy ze, 
bringing y our whole reading 
background to judge the con­ 
tent You will get a lot more

French Red s Ho ld

By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
President Charles dc Gaulle, throug h the 
mouth of Premier Maurice Couv e de Murv ilie. had 
hardly ' announced his franc-defending wag es-prices 
freeze before he heard from the Communists — 
with a bang . 
Shouting defiance, the Communist-led General 
Confederation of Labor (CGT) refused at once 
to apply any restraint in its m rm 
wag e demands and declared that 
it would '‘open new neg otiations 
with the g ov ernment not later 
than the first of January ." 
The CGT is the big g est union 
in France. It is also the rich­ 
est. But it does not g et rich 
from dues. The CGT has 756,608 
members and claims to repre­ 
sent two million workers but 
TAYLOR 
there is no effectiv e dues collection. The g iant 
apparatus is financed from Moscow by the Com­ 
munist party . 
All the trade unions in die country hav e rela­ 
tiv ely small representation: less than 1% million 
reg ular members. The anti-Conununist unions are 
led by the Forte Ouv riere g roup and the Catholic 
General Confederation of Democratic Labor. But 
the CGT is alway s ready to put about 46.000 
chanting , y elling , marching , rioting demonstrators 
into the streets or strike France's key industries 
on an hour's notice. The CTG’s battalion-like hard­ 
core membership has g raduated from a school of 
iron discipline that nev er rusts. 
The Kremlin inherited nearly four million 
French Communists whose loy alty is to Moscow. 
Many of their leaders are French Army deserters 
who spent the war in Moscow and came back to 
France fin Russian military aircraft after the war 
was ov er. One of the army deserters, in fact, 
Maurice Thom, a wily traitor with a sing le g old 
tooth planted like a diamond in the middle of his 
« mile, returned to become v ice-premier of France. 
And in larg e measure their Red div isiv e tactics 
Inside France defeated France in Morocco, Tu­ 
nisia, Alg eria and. most particularly , Vietnam. 
Ike French had suffered 174,000 casualties in 
Vietnam and still had 200,000 troops of their own 
there by the time of the g hastly defeat at Dien- 
Menphn. Our Alamo lasted 13 day s. Theirs lasted 


57. We had 150 men trapped in the Alamo. The 
French had 11,660. 
Yet on May 7, 1954. when Premier Joseph 
Lanicl announced to the hushed National Assembly 
in Paris that Dienbienphu had fallen, all the dep­ 
uties stood with bowed heads - ex cept the Com­ 
munists. The Red deputies remained seated. 
I was in the Far East when this war beg an 
T2 y ears ag o. This was on the ev ening of Dec. 19, 
1946. 1 was also in Genev a on July 21, 1954, when 
France sig ned the truce. But the war had not 
been lost in Vietnam. It was lost to the Communist 
party inside France and to the Sov iet Union. 
Courag eous French Foreig n Minister Georg es 
Bidault refused to cav e in to these joint enemies. 
But leftist opposition leader Pierre Mendes-France 
was made to order for the joint enemies. He had 
chosen peace in Vietnam as the issue to topple 
the Paris g ov ernment, and once had come within 
two v otes of no-confidence. 
The Kremlin’s Vy acheslav M. Molotov , whose 
name means "The Hammer,” did the rest for 
Mendes-France. Molotov told France’s Ambassa­ 
dor in Moscow that there would be no settlement 
in Vietnam so long as Bidanlt was Foreig n Min­ 
ister. Four day s later the French g ov ernment fell 
and Mendes-Franch became Premier. 
To the cheers of the Communist deputies he 
announced that he would stag e "a stock-clearance 
sale" on Vietnam at once. 
in and out of office De Gaulle has alway s dealt 
with the Frencth Communists. He did so in the 
mistaken belief that he could av oid the ultimate 
settlement with them. But no one (day s poker 
with the Reds: they ’re chess play ers. They intend 
to use France’s weaknesses to their own benefit. 
Anarchy — monumental anarchy — is on the 
planning boards in Moscow. Probing Western 
Europe for the weakest point, the Kremlin has 
chosen France, with Italy at her rear. 
Lenin stated: "The best way to weaken a 
country is to debauch the currency .” There are 
many v arious factors pressing on the French franc. 
But until President de Gaulle can make the Reds 
reliable, which he cannot do, there will be no ap­ 
parent solution to the French frane, no matter 
what prog ram De Gaulle announces at this or any 
other time.

My fear and my complaint is 
that we endow presidents with a 
kind of g randeur, ev en thoug h 
we may deplore their politics 
and their policies. We speak of 
their 
superior 
knowledg e, 
of 
sources of information which 
they hav e by v irtue of their of- 
lice. But is this true? Does Mr 
Johnson know something about 
the war in Vietnam that any 
reasonably determined “ outsid 
er" cannot find out for himself? 
Doe« this information g iv e the 
President wisdom which is de­ 
nied a hardworking student of 
: oreig n policy ? As it turned out, 
President Kennedy seemed to 
ie the last to know that Nikita 
Khrushchev was malting a v ast 
missile base of Castro’s Cuba, 
whereas 
newspapermen 
and 
senators—to name but two cate 
g ories of observ er—were able to 
cite names, dates, and places. 
Mr. Nix on has spoken of the 
President’s duty to lead, and no 
one can honestly g ainsay this 
But what does leadership mean? 
Both constitutionally and in 
hard fact, the President’s role 
must be more than that of the 
nation’s Number One adminis 
trator. He must initiate, he 
must act, and he must point the 
way as he sees it, subject to the 
v eto of the Cong ress and of 
public opinion. He must speak 
for the country in the councils 
of nations. In this sense he is 
a leader. But his leadership 
function in no way g iv es him, 
by rig ht or by log ic, any in- 
g rown superiority ov er those he 
leads. Leadership duty resides 
equally with any Cong ressman, 
public official, or concerned cit­ 
izen. 
The President’s sole adv an 
tag e is that he has the instru 
mentality for leadership, where 
as others must create it. Wil 
liam Jenning s Bry an had no 
real power base, but he was a 
leader — if for some question­ 
able causes. Martin Luther King 


Jr. had no status in law, but 
he nev ertheless could lead both 
Neg roes and whites. As a sen­ 
ator, 
Barry 
Goldwater held 
none of the reins of power, but 
he had behind him a ferv ent 
following of Americans. For dis­ 
similar 
purposes, 
these men 
were able to make their lead­ 
ership felt by the sheer force of 
their personalities. Yet wily the 
foolish sanctified them. 


The cult of the Presidency ig ­ 
nores this. And by making the 
President, any president, a fig ­ 
ure of special proportions, it has 
robbed the public of its critical 
faculties in assessing those who 
hold the world’s most powerful 
office. This serv es no political 
or social g ood, and tends to con­ 
v ert the President from a leader 
among men into a ruler of men.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — It 
will surprise no one that racial 
disorders in American schools 
are on a sharp increase. Dis- 
courag ing ly , ex perts study ing v i­ 
olence say the rise may prov e 
to be a long -rang e phenomenon. 
The Lemberg Center for the 
Study 
of 
Violence, based at 
Brandeis Univ ersity in Massa­ 
chusetts, reports that in the 
whole of 1967 some 17 per cent 
of all civ il disorders recorded 
inv olv ed schools at v arious lev ­ 
els. 
In the first four months of 
1968 , the only part of the cur­ 
rent y ear for which data is reas­ 
onably complete, 44 per cent of 
all recorded civ il disorders in 
v olv ed the schools. 
There is no need to dwell here 
in detail on the nature of ra­ 
cial disorders in the schools. 
They run the g amut from inter­ 
racial fig hting to disruption of 
classes and administration to 
v andalism to boy cotts. The out­ 
breaks tend to be fairly ev enly 
distributed among the North, 
the Midwest and the South, but 
are less common in border sec­ 
tors, the Southwest and West 
Clearly the schools hav e be­ 
come a major battleg round in 
the racial strug g le. The trav eler 
across the country can hardly 
pick up a newspaper in any city 
of substantial size without find­ 
ing fresh account of trouble. 
In all 1967, some 42 outbreaks 
of racial nature occurred in col­ 
leg es and pre-colleg e schools. In 
1968 , ev en before the rash of 
disturbances which followed the 
assassination of Dr. Martin Lu 
ther King Jr., the January 
throug h-March 
t o t al 
had 
reached 31. 
King ’s murder 
on 
April *. 
touched off a nationwide ex plo 
sion of riot and disorder which 
inev itably eng ulfed the schools 
as well as the streets. 
Throug h the shole of that tur­ 
bulent month, 91 disorders took 
place which were either cen­ 
tered on schools or related to 
them: Some 20 of these ev ident­ 
ly were not connected with the 
King affair, but a whopping 71 
instances occurred between the 
nig ht of April 4 and April 9, the 
day of King ’s funeral. 
Authorities at 
the Lemberg 
Center, while making place for 
the ex traordinary consequences 
of the assassination, nev erthe 
less stress the fact that 20 dis 
orders unrelated to it happened 
in that month. In April of the 
prev ious y ear there were only 
sev en in the nation’s schools 
Lemberg 
Center 
correctly 
forecast that a continuation o 
the heav ier incidence of racial 
v iolence in schools would mark 
the fall term in 1968 . The recent 
closing of San Francisco State 
Colleg e and the new disruptions 
following its reopening only un 
derscore the heig htening prob 
lem. 
In a periodic report called 
“ Riot Data Rev iew," the cen 
ter solemnly wanrs; 
“ The ‘tinder-box ’ 
status 
o ' 
some communities 
is 
hig her 
than others, but all are at a suf 
ficiently hig h lev el to be consid 
ered potential sites for disor­ 
ders." 
Neither this 
weli-motiv atec 


center at Brandeis or any other 
scholarly undertaking seems y et 
to hav e come up with any pro­ 
found and truly comprehensiv e 
ex planations for the precipitate 
g rowth of racial disorder in the 
schools. 


The obv ious thing s are sug ­ 
g ested — tension between whites 
and blacks, real or imag ined 
g riev ances related to the quality 
of education and school facili­ 
ties, a search for action and ex ­ 
citement by y ouths of whatev er 
color. 
But there may well be deeper 
strains of disorientation running 
not just throug h the schools but 
throug h the whole of American 
and ev en western society . The 
free world is in obv ious crisis. 
Its people are hav ing g reat dif­ 
ficulty in accepting the neces­ 
sary role of authority as they 
demand enlarg ed liberties and 
ev er-more material assurances. 
If the causes of disorder are 
being barely hinted at, so is it 
true that the consequences 
or education are not y et really 
being measured. Sound school­ 
ing thriv es on continuity and 
control and discipline. AU these 
are lost if new “ freedoms” are 
quested after at the cost of re­ 
curring disorder, racial or oth­ 
er. Disruption is not the ally but 
the enemy of the real learning 
>cess.

A—In a person with this con- 
g ential defect, there is alway s 
the dang er of testicular cancer. 
A correctiv e operation is strong ­ 
ly adv ised. If the testicle on 
the opposite side is normally 
placed, y our son’s ability to 
hav e children will not be im­ 
paired. 
Q—What is the cause of phi­ 
mosis? Does it hav e any harm­ 
ful effects? What treatment do 
y ou recommend? 
A—Phimosis is a tig ht fore­ 
skin that can be retracted ov er 
the head of the penis only with 
g reat difficulty . This makes it 
impossible to clean the penis 
properly and predisposes to can­ 
cer. The treatment is circumci­ 
sion. 
Q—If a g irl was not hav ing 
intercourse but sperms came in 
contact with her v ulv a could she 
become preg nant? How long can 
sperms liv e outside the body ? 
A—It is possible the sperms to 
reach the uterus from outside 
the body and cause preg nancy . 
How long they can liv e on the 
outside depends larg ely on the 
surrounding 
temperature 
and 
tiie deg ree of dry ing to which 
they are ex posed. They can liv e 
in the female g enital tract for 
24 to 72 hours.

The o rigin o f the term is 
hemicrania” becau se o ften this 
p articu lar head ache is o ne-sid­ 
ed , tho u gh it may su d d enly shift 
sides. In the av erage migraine 
attack, v ictims inv o lu ntarily set 
o ff reactio ns in certain arteries 
o f the head . The v essels then di­ 
late and d istend . Their thro b­ 
bing increases. 
A still u nex ­ 
p lained actio n o f bo dy chemi­ 
cals lo wers the no rmal ability 
to withstand p ain. The resu lt is 
o ften d escribed as “being hit o n 
the head with a hammer” o r 
“hav ing a need le d riv en into my 
ey e.” 
An attack is u su ally p reced ed 
by o ne o r mo re o mino u s signals. 
A few ho u rs befo re the p ain 
strikes, so me p eo p le feel o ddly 
restless, cranky o r sad , while 
o thers beco me su sp icio u sly elat­ 
ed . So metimes there are flash­ 
ing lights o r black sp o ts in the 
ey es, the skin feels “thick” o r 
the face, to ngu e and hand s be­ 
co me nu mb. 
Then, su d d enly , the p o u nding 
and thro bbing p ain hits hard . 
The arteries ex p and , u su ally in 
a lo cal area su ch as the temp le 
o r fo rehead . Nau sea and v o mit­ 
ing may co me at the height o f 
the attack, which ex p lains the 
term 
“sick head ache.” Later, 
the thro bbing p ain may be re­ 
p laced by a stead y ache which 
o ften sp read s and may inv o lv e 
the entire head , face and neck. 
Beginning early in the mo rn­ 
ing, the migrain may last fo r 
minu tes, be go ne by ev ening o r 
co ntinu e fo r d ay s. When 
it’s 
ev er, the p atient may ex p eri­ 
ence a feeling o f u nu su al well­ 
being and bo o sted energy . 
“Migraine attacks,” say s Dr. 
Fried man, “ seem to take p lace 
mo st o ften d u ring letdo wn p eri­ 
o d s su ch as o n weekend s and 


lo gical strain, as in menstru a­ 
tio n.” 


Is there a “migraine p erso n­ 
ality ”? Stu dies sho w that many 
p eo p le with migraine are metic­ 
u lo u s, neat in ap p earance, rigid 
in their thinking and o v erly ag­ 
gressiv e. They seem to be u n­ 
y ielding p erfectio nists, co mp u l­ 
siv e and reserv ed , getting mark­ 
edly u p set by any change. They

brings o n his head ache by way 
o f a nerv o u s co nditio n so in­ 
tense that it increases the flo w 
o f arterial blo o d into the head. 
Pro bably head ache is p ro d u ced 
becau se o f emo tio nal strain d u e 
to his p erso nality reacting to 
circu mstances. This reactio n af­ 
fects his bo dy p hy sio lo gy , se­ 
lects the blo o d v essels which 
beco me d ilated and creates the 
p ain. 


Dr. Fried man, ho wev er, main­ 
tains that no t all p eo p le with 
migraine hav e this “p erso nal­ 
ity ” ; and mo re p eo p le hav e it 
witho u t su ffering migraine at­ 
tacks than tho se who do hav e 
migraine.

NEW YORK CITY (NEA) — 
There are, officials say , 100,000 
drug addicts 
in 
this 
town. 
Yvonne Lane is one of them. 
Or was, she say s. 
She is 28, Negro, attractive. 
She is enrolled in a nine- 
month “rehabilitation” program 
at Baird School, a privately op­ 
erated home for women addicts 
in lower Manhattan. She has 
fared well. Her counselors say 
she’s talented, vocal, intelligent, 
ambitious. 
She is sitting on a couch. A 
half-dozen other addicts are in 
the room. There is a psy chia­ 
trist listening. 
They are in 
“group therapy ” 
— a free­ 
wheeling, candid dialogue about 
what makes each of them tick. 
Yvonne Lane is the most can­ 
did of them all. 
“My mother,” she say s, “al­ 
way s did her best to grow me 
up straight. Like she alway s 
punished me for doing wrong, 
y ou know. Like when I didn’t 
move fast enough, that was 
wrong. And when I said ‘huh’ 
that was wrong. And so she’d 
try to set me straight, y ou 
know, by kicking the hell out of 
me.” 
Yvonne was raised in Harlem. 
She doesn’t remember a father. 
Her mother never said what 
happened to him. Her mother 
never said much of any thing. 
All 
Yvonne remembers her 
mother talking about was reli­ 
gion. “Go tell it to God,” she’d 
say when Yvonne had a prob­ 
lem. “Go tell it to God.” 
Yvonne ran away for the first 
time at age six. She say s she 
went a few streets away and, 
when it got late, she knocked on 
a door and told the people her 
house had burned down, her 
parents were killed and she was 
all alone. 
The police dragged her back 
a few day s later. Her mother 
^‘kicked hell out of me again.” 
A few weeks later Yvonne Lane 
ran away again. 
There began a cy cle of beat­ 
ings, escapes and more beat­ 
ings. Once, at age nine, the girl 
was placed under psy chiatric 
treatment for a y ear. It solved 


nothing. The beating-escape cy ­ 
cle was renewed and by the 
time Yvonne reached her 13th 
birthday she had left home 
more than 100 times. 
Finally , she ran off for good. 
She met a man and stay ed with 
him. Then, she say s, “I started 
to hustle.” At first there were 
only a few men a night, then 
more and more. She worked 
New York, Jersey , Long Island, 
“any place.” 
“I don’t remember how the 
drugs started,” she say s. *T 
think I just wanted to get high. 
After that, I found I couldn’t 
hustle unless I was high. Then 
I found I couldn’t get high un­ 
less I hustled to pay for the 
stuff.” 


She was 15 y ears old. 
At first it was only marijua­ 
na. A light-headedness. Then it 
was “skin popping” heroin and 
cojaine with the needle. Eu­ 
phoria. At last, as her resist­ 
ance built up, she was forced to 
“mainline” — shoot it directly 
into her blood stream. 
At her peak she was using 10 
packets of powder a day — ! 5 a 
packets (rf powder a day — $5 a 
a continual state of escape. The 
prostitution continued. She had 
two sons along the way . She 
spent four y ears in jail. 
“It was bad, man, y ou know? 
Like I was nearly dead Waking 
up every day in a different bed, 
reaching for the first shot. Je­ 
sus, it was bad.” 
Early this y ear, Yvonne Lane 
volunteered for the Baird House 
treatment, a rehabilitation pro­ 
gram which offers vocational, 
avocational and mental training 
to addicted women. She say s 
she’s been “reboni.” 


So she sits in the group ther­ 
apy discussion and bounces up 
and down as she talks. She uses 
four-letter words passionately . 
But she makes sense: 
“Like, I got two illegitimate 
kids, right? Web, I love them 
as much as any body could. 
They ’re both boy s. O.K.? So, 
some day they ’re gonna may ­ 
be decide that they want to 
start smoking reefers (mari­ 
juana). 
“All right, I just ain’t gonna 
say no, period, like my mother 
did me. I ain’t gonna tell them 
to ‘Go tell it to God!’ I’m gonna 
sit down with them. I’m gonna 
try to understand. I’m gonna 
communicate. 
“The goddam world’s filled 
with people who don’t commu­ 
nicate. It’s insane. Man, y ou 
gotta feel for y our kids’ prob­ 
lems, y ou gotta help them out. 
They gotta feel like they can 
come to y ou and get some an­ 
swers. And if they can’t do that 


then, man, j'ou don’t deserve to 
have kids at all.” 
The therapy class continues, 
the other girls chatter on. But 
Yvonne Lane sags back into her

Co ver with water and bring to 
a bo il.

Po ur o ff the water, retain ­ 
ing carrio ts and o nio ns and re­ 
mo ve any fro th which may have 
accumulated. 


Add fresh bo iling water and 
co ntinue to co o k co vered fo r a 
n o ther 2 to 2Vi ho urs. Co o king 
time may vary and yo u sho ulc 
check the beef with a fo rk dur 
ing carro ts and o nio ns and be- 
ten der but no t mushy. 


Allo w to co o k in the juices, then 


remo ve the beef to a cutting 
bo ard and slice thinly acro ss the 
grain, remo ving fat if yo u like. 
A fine ho t dish with co rned beef 
sandwiches is this recipe fo r Ko hl 
Slaw which I picked up fro m a 
French Canadian friend. 
In a large skillet fry 3 thick 
slices 
o f 
baco n, 
diced, 
until 
bro wned but no t crisp. Po ur o ff 
fat. Add a 2-po und head o f cab­ 
bage grated and salt and pepper 
to taste. 
Mix 1 cup o f bro wn sugar in % 
cup o f cider vinegar and po ur 
o ver the cabbage. Simmer fo r 45 
minutes to an ho ur, stirring o cca 
sio nally. I think yo u’ll be delight 
ed with this versio n o f ho t slaw.
